This section
also identifies the date the Notice
of Assessment was issued by the
Department and the deadline date
to appeal the assessment.

@ Identifies the balance of tax
due, as well as any interest,
penalties and fees that may have
been assessed.

© I1dentifies the taxpayer’s name
and address of record.

O 1dentifies the total assessment
amount due (including tax,
interest, penalties, and fees).

© I1dentifies the daily interest
rate in order for the taxpayer to
calculate and pay the additional
interest due after the date shown.

O Enter the amount of payment
(including additional interest
calculated in #5 above).

@ I1dentifies the amount that is
payable to the “State of New
Hampshire” and the proper
mailing address for sending
payment to the Department.
